The Case 


THE LAW 
in regard to interfere:.ces with the chief of the 
fire department and ihe work of the flremen is 
a3 follows: 

“No person or persons, except firemen, the 
mayor and council, the potice force and owners, 
their agents and insurance agents, shall be al- 
lowed within the immediate vicinity of any fire 
after having been ordered away by the proper 
officer. In case he or they shall refuse to ovey 
such orders and directions, he or they shall be 
turned over to the police force, and shall be 
punished by a une. op conviction, not to excecd 
five bundred dollars, or not to exceed thiriy 
days’ imprisonment, or both, in the discretion 
of the caurt.“ 


Under this law, and the circumstances attend ; 
ing the offense, the recorder imposed a fine of 
five dollars and costs upon each of the gentle- 
men named. 

Complalut is made that such interferences ar 
growing in number, and often the labors of th 
fireman are Degatived by such officiousness. The 
firemen work for nothing and consider them ; 
selves responsible for their prom otness and et- 
ficiency, and hence claim that the law 
*hould be respected by the citizens. If not, it 
should be rigidly enforced agains those who 


interfere.
